f. USSR to preserve fictitious neutrality to tie up Western 
Powers, at the same time defending satellite actions 
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Tito and Party are resolved to fight. They will first defend the eastern 
borders and if driven back will take up guerrilla activity in the intorior 
where underground instellations are alre-dy being prepared. Such prepara- 
tions have already beon otserved in Kocevaki Rog (Slevenia) and Bosnia. 


Tito is not counting on armed support from the West, although he expects 
support in arms equipment and stores, chiefly fuel, on a commercial basis.
